I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report*  on  the- 
Health  of  your  Borough  for  the  year  1950. 


During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  under  revievvy  Dr. 

G.  McN.Cubie  was  your  Medical  Officer.  On  his  resignation  to  take 
up  another  appointment  on  September  30thj  I  became  your  Acting 
Medical  Officer.  In  view  of  the  short  period  of  the  year  for 
which  I  was  Medical  Officer,  I  feel  it  would  be  inappropriate  for 
me  to  make  much  comment  on  this  year's  report. 


In  common  with  most  other  parts  of  the  country,  measles 
was  by  far  the  most  prevalent  of  the  infectious  diseases  within  the 
Borough.  Apart  from  this,  there  was  a  satisfactory  freedom  from 
epidemic  disease. 

Prom  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  Annual  Report,  which  is 
included  herewith,  you  will  be  able  to  assess  the  work  which  has 
been  done  during  the  year  to  ensure  that  the  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  Borough  are  kept  up  to  standard. 

I  would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
I  have  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  other  officials  of  the 
Borough  during  the  somewhat  difficult  period  of  taking  over  from 
my  predecessor.

AHHUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SAHITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  TRT?  YEAR  1950. 


Your  Vvorship  the  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  conditions  in  Southwold  for  the  year  1950. 

I  took  over  the  duties  of  Sanitary  Inspector  on 
20th  Hovemher,  1950. 

The  following  information  is  based  upon  the  office  record 
of  my  predecessor  and  my  observations  during  the  last  one-and-a 
half  months  of  1950. 

W'ATFR  SUPPLY. 


Water  is  provided  from  the  mains  by  the  Southwold  Yifater-- 
works  Company  Limited  and  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both 
in  regard  to  quality  and  quantity. 

SEvVERAGE. 


The  Borough  is  drained  by  a  sewerage  system  which 
discharges  at  the  Disposal  YVorks  and  thence  into  Buss  Creek, 
repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  the  sewers  during  the  year. 


The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  have  prepared  a  scheme 
for  the  erection  of  two  new  Pumping  Stations  at  Gardner  Road 
(South  Green)  and  Horth  Road  respectively.  These  will  take  the 
place  of  the  two  existing  ejector  pumps  Yvhich  have  been  in 
operation  for  many  years  and  which  now  urgently  require  renewing. 


The  Council  have  received  authority  from  the  Ministry 
Health  (December  1950)  to  invite  tenders  for  the  construction 
the  Pumping  Stations  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  work  will 
commence  early  in  the  Hew  Year. 


The  new  pumps  vvill  be  automatically  and  electrically 
controlled. 


HOUSE  REFUSE  CQLLECTIQH  AHD  DISPOSAL. 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  by 
contractors  using  a  modern  refuse  collection  vehicle  and  the 
refuse  is  disposed  of  in  the  Corporation's  Incineratoro 

MEAT  ADD  FOOD  INSPECTIOH. 


Ho  slaughtering  is  carried  out  in  the  Borough. 

All  homekilled  meat  is  obtained  from  the  Area  Abattoir  at 
Beccles  where  it  is  inspected  and  classified. 

256  lbs.  of  imported  meat  affected  by  bone  taint  was 
condemned  during  the  year.

'All  premises  are  provided  with  adequate  sanitary 
accommodation  and  proper  fire  precautions  are  maintained, 

DAIRIES  AND  RETAIL  PURVEYORS  OP  MILK. 


There  are  three  retail  purveyors  of  milk  who  trade  in  the 
town,  one  of  Yvhom  holds  a  supplementary  licence  granted  by  the 
Council  to  sell  pasteuried  milk. 

The  tvvo  dairies  are  inspected  regularly  and  no  defects 
have  been  found. 

HOUSING. 

No  new  Council  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year. 

Generally  housing  property  in  the  Borough  has  been  main¬ 
tained  in  a  sanitary  condition,  appropriate  action  having  been  taken 
in  cases  of  sanitary  and  structural  defects  which  have  been  found. 

CARAVAN  SITS. 

The  Corporation's  Caravan  Site  near  the  Harbour  has  again 
attracted  many  visitors, 

Y^ater  supply  and  sanitary  accommodation  have  been 
satisfactory  but  improvements  to  the  latter  are  contemplated 
during  1951.
